that  the     1939    SUPPLY   WAS    LARGELY   THE    RESULT    OF    THE     1939  RECORD    CROP    WHEREAS 

THE    LARGE     1940   SUPPLY    HAS    RESULTED    FROM   THE     INCREASE     IN  CARRY-OVER    FROM   THE 
RECORD     1939   CROP    AND    DECREASED    EXPORTS. 

The    CURRENT    AND    PROSPECTIVE    (1941-43)    FLUE-CURED    PRODUCTION    ADJUSTMENT 
PROGRAMS    OF    THE    AGRICULTURAL    ADJUSTMENT    ADMINISTRATION,     AND    THE    PURCHASE 
AND    LOAN    ACTIVITIES, OF    THE    COMMODITY    CREDIT   CORPORATION,     ARE    EXPECTED    TO 
MAINTAIN    OR     INCREASE     IN    THE    CURRENT    SEASON   THE     1939    SEASON    AVERAGE    PRICE    OF

S-uianary 

The  total  19^0  totiacco  crop  in  the  United  States,  as  indicated  Septemljer 
1,  ..is  1,2^1,700,000  pounds,  -  a  decrease  of  32. S  percent  from  the  record  1939 
crop  of  l,SUg,700,000  pounds.  The, largest  part  of  the  decrease  is  in  the 
flu.e-cured  crop,  vjhich  totaled  1,159.300,000  pounds  in  1939  "but  is  estimated 
at  only  643,000,000  pounds  this  year,  -  a  decrease  of  4U.5  percent. 

,  .   Flue-cured  prices  so  far  this  season  for  all  types  and  practically  all 
grades  have  "been  higher  than  in  1939.  These  price  increases  are  attrihutalile 
in  large  measure  to  the  current  and  3-year  program  (19^1-^3)  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Adjustment  Administration  and  the  purchase  and  loan  program  of  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  Funds  are  again  heing  advanced  hy  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  for  the  purchase  of  part  of  the  flue-cured  crop 
normally  taken  "by  British  interests.   Funds  are  also  "being  advanced  to  ■ 
exporters  in  the  United  States  who  Isuy  for  export  to  other  countries  which  are 
unalile  to  import  normal  amounts  because  of  the  war.  These  activities  are 
designed  to  eliminate  the  surplus  of  flue-cured  tohacco  brought  about  by  the 
record  1939  crop  and  the  abnormally  small  exports.  .  The  19U0  supply  of  flue- 
cured  is  2,0-53  million  pounds,  a  reduction  of  more  than  50  million  pounds  from 
the  record  1939  supply  of  2,106  million  pounds. 

The  flue-cured  marketing  quota  for  19'^1  has  been  proclaimed  at  6lg 
million  pounds  trhida  is  the  saoie  as  the  I9U0  quiJta.  State  acrep^-e  aliot- 
iaents  "srill'be  approximately  the  sriiie  as  those  of  IJ^-O. 

Flue-cured  exports  during  July  and  August  19^  totaled  23,3S9fOOO 
pounds,  -  39  percent  below  those  for  July  and  Augijst  1939.   Of  this  ano"unt 
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9,^96,000  pounds  v;ers   63cported  to   tke- United  Kingdora- and  6,379*000  pounds 
to  China,     Present  prospect-s  for-  ajiy  immediate  inprovenent  in  the  export 
situation  are  not  encouraging. 

Supplies  of  Burley  and  of  Maryland  to"bacco  are  p.  little  telow  thiose 
of  1939.     Maryland  exports  for  the  first  S  months  of  19^0  are  less  than  half 
those  for  the   corresponding  period  in  1939 • 

;  .  Tax-paid'withdrawals  of  cigarettes  hs-ve  heen  increasing.     Withdrawals 
for  the  2  months  July-Augast  19^  totaled  32  "billion  cigarettes,   ^  3  percent 
ahove  the   sane  2  months  in  1939.      ^-'^e   increased  industrial  activity  "brought 
about  "by  the  Slational  Defense  Program  may  "be  expected  to  result   in  a  continued 
nodornte  ^upvjard  trend  in  cigarette  consumption,   which  v;ill  pro'bably  increase 
somewhat   fne  domestic  consumption  of  flue-cured,  Burley, 'and  Maryland. 

Both  domestic  consumption  pjid  exports  of  dark  to"baccos''continue  to 
decline.      Supplies  are  expected  to   be  a"bove  those  of  1939. 

Tlae  19^+0  supply  of  domostic  cigar  leaf  v;ill  approximate  U09  million 
pounds,   -  a  little  more  th?ji  the  1539   supply.      The  July-August    (19^0)   tax- 
paid  vrithdrawals  totaled  98I  million  cigars,   -  an  increase  of  1.2  percent 
over  the  .  same  2  months  in  1939.     A  continued  modera,te  increase  in  cigar  con- 
sumption may  "be  in  prospect..

Prices  generally  higlier  tlx-in^  in  1939 

Flue-cured  markets  opened  on  sche6j.led  dates.     Prices   received  by 
growers  to  date  are  considerably  above  those  of  the  preceding  year,    in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the   total  flue-cured  si-'pply  as  of  July  1,   I9U0  is  only  2.5 
percent  below  the  record  supply  a  year  earlier  of  2,105,600,000  pounds. 

Tlie  G-eorgia-i'lorida  markets  for  type  1^  opened  Augj.st   2.      Sales  were 
heavy  in  volume  0:1  the  opening  day  but  not  all  warehouses  were   full  as  on 
the   opening  day  in  former  years,   probably  because  of  some   skexoticism  concern- 
ing prices  in  the    face  of  the  near-record  supply.     With  prices   turning  out  to 
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Toe   higher  than  had  "been  expected  during  the  first  week,  growers  rushed  their 
to'bacco  to  narket,  and  capacity  sales  continued  until  near  the  close  of  the 
markets.  Producers'  sales  for  the  season  in  G-eorgia  and  Florida  totaled 
27,178,972  pounds,  or  97  percent  of  the  total  type  ik   flue-cured  crop  of 
'29,675.000  pounds  estimated  "by  the  Crop. Reporting  BoaJrd  as  of  Scptemher  1. 
Of  the  total  producers'  sales,  79,2^6,276  pounds  were  narketod  in  Georgia 
and  7,932,696  pounds  in  Florida.  Pricos  received  for  all  grades  of  type  ik 
were  higher  this  year,  than  in  1939.  Ttie  average  price  received  for  all  sales 
was  15.6  cents  per  pound„  Most  of  the  markets' for  type  lU  closed  on,  August 
27  and  2S;  the. last  market  closed  on  August  30. 

The  South  Carolina  nnd  ITorth  Carolina  markets  for  type  13  opened 
August  20,  First-hand  sales  during  August  totaled  53  million  pounds,  or  U2 
percent  of  the  crop  as  estimated  September  1,  at  an  average  price  of  18. U 
cents.  This  compares  with  sales  in.  August  1939  of  I57  million  pounds,  or  69 
percent  of  the.  large  193 9  crop,  at  an  average  price  of  l6.4  cents. 

Eastern  ITorth  Carolina  markets  for  typo  12  opened  Septemher  3  with 
prices  higher  in  most  instances  than  those  received  during  the  opening  week 
of  the  1939  marketing,  season.  The  19U0  crop  of  tjrpe  12  indicated  Septcmher 
1  is  213,8^,000  pounds,  which  is  a'oout  one-half  as  large  as  the  1939  crop. 
The  average  for  the  1939  crop  v^as  15.^  cents  per  pound. 

Middle  Belt  markets  for  tjrpe  llh  opened  September  17  with  practically 
all  grades  selling  at  higher  averages  than  on  the  opening  day  in  1939-  '^^^ 
hulk  of  the  sales  on  .the  opening  day  ranged  from  12  cents  to  27  cents  per 
pound,  witli  the  largest  increases  in  the  fair  to  fine  quality  lugs  and     ;  ■  •  • 
primings.  The  volume  of  sales  during  the  opening,  week  was  smaller  th.an  the 
volume  last  year,  largely  "because  of  the  smaller  crop. 

The  Old  Bolt  markets  for  type  11a  opened  September  2^  with  prices  on 
the  opening  day  considerably  above  those  of  last' year,  an  unofficial  estimate 
of  the  average  being  slightly  more  than' 20  cents.  Prices  since  the  opening 
day  have  been  on  a  slightly  lower  level.  First  sales  in  this  area  in  1939 
averaged  about  15.5  cents,        .      ,  : 

Q,uantity  and  q.ua.lity  redticed  oj   rain  .-      .  . 

Hea.vy  rains  and  floods  in  August  reduced  both  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  the  19^0  flue-cured  crop.  The  damage  xiras  pro'bably  greater  in  South  Carolina 
and  Eastern  North  Carolina  than  in  the  Middle  and  Old  Belts. 

Flue-ci'-red  prices  maintained  by  '^-jear   ad.justment 
programs  and  Comxiodity  Credit  Corporation  loans 

Prices  for  all  flue-cujred  types  so  far  this  season  have  been  above 
those  received  last  season.   These  increases  in  prices  are  probably  attrib- 
utable in  large  measure  to  the  3-year  prcbram  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  designed  to  reduce  the  present  surplus  stocks  brought ' about  by 
the  1939  record  flue-cured  crop  and  current  abnormally  small  exports.

Exports  cortailed  ^oy  trade   restrictions  ' 

The  United  Kingdom  has  devised  tentative  plans  for  restricting   tobacco 
consumption.      The   control  plan  provides   tha.t    (l)   v/ithdrawal  of  leaf  from  bonded 
warehouses  in  19^1  for  the  production  of  ell  tobacco  products    (cigars  excepted) 
v;ill  be  limited  to   90  percent  of  v.-ithdi'cwals  d^oring  the   12  months   ended  Maich 
31,    19^+0;    (2)   during  19'^1  manufacturers  will  include  U  percent  of  TijTVish  or 
G-reek  tobacco   in  all  present  mixtures,    a:id  S  percent  after  19^1;    (3)    indiv- 
idual manufa.'-turers  will  pool  all   stocks  of  leaf  in  excess  of   their  average 
supply,    such  excess   stocks  to  be  made  available  to  m.anufacturers  who  have  less 
than  their  average  supply;    and  (t-)   all  advertising  of  cigcjettes  as  "pure 
Virginia"  v/ill  cease . 
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AlDOUt  99  percent  cf  all  cigarettes  sold  in  the  United  Kingdon  have  teen 
made  entirely  'of  fluR-ciired,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  flue-cured  used  was 
of.  United  States  origin.   The  restriction  regarding  the  use  of  the  words  ■ 
"pure  Virginia."^  in  advertising  pro"ba'bl7  will  "be  conducive  to  the;  use  of  nore 
Enpire-grovm  flue-cured,  vmich  in  sor.f  cases  is  lower  in  price  and  also  from 
Uo  to  50  cents  per  pound  cheaper  than  Ansrican  flue-cured  "because  of  the 
preferential  tcjiff. 

These  regulations,  together  vrith  exchange' restrictions,  nay  cause  sone 
further  curtailment  of  United  States  exports  of  flue-cured  totacco  to  the 
United  Kingdon  in  the  future.  At  present  practically  all  European  markets 
are  closed,  at  least  temporarily. 

According  to  a  late  ca^Dle,  flue-cured  to'bacco  production  in  China,  which 
earlier  v/as  expected  to  "be  140  million  pounds,  is  nov;  estimated  at  a"bout  112 
million  pounds,  or  a"bout  S  million  pounds  "below  1939  production.   The  reduced 
19^0  production  is  due  to  unfavora"ble  weather,  some  disease  infection,  and 
also  to  some  extent  to  insufficient  use  of  fertilizer.  However,  in  spite  of 
the  reduced  flue-cured  crop  in  China,  United  States  e:cports  to  Oriental 
countries  are  not  expected  to  eq-j^l  the  large  exports  of  the  year  Just  past 
because  of  record  prcductiorSin  I-Iajichuria  and' the  Japanese  Empire,  "expected 
exchange  difficulties,  and  trade  restrictions. 

Cigarette  tax  increased  "by  United  Kingdom 

On  July  24,    19U0  the  United  Kingdom  increased  the .duty  on  American  leaf 
to   19s.    6d. ,    or  33,33  per  pound   (conversion  at  official  rate  of  exchange). 
This  v/as   the  third   increase   since  April  1939 »    an<^  "brings   the   tax  on  a  pack  of 
20  full-sized  cigc^ottes   to  ahcut   20   cents,   compared  with  the   Eederal   tax  of 
6,5  cents  per  pack  of  20  in  the  United  States,

General  raiils  't>Ie  "last  of 
August  were  heneficial  to  the  part  of  the  crop  still  remaining 'in 't*he  field, 
Ahout  one-third  of  the  crop  had  "been  harvested  "by •Septen'ber-l,  Present 
indications  are  that  both  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  19^0  crop  have  "been 
impaired. 

Opening^  dates  for  Burley  marko t s  reported 

It  is  reported  unofficially  that  th.e  Lexington  □;arket  x^rill  open  December 
2  and  the  other  Burley  markets  December  3.  Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  markets, 
a  Burley  referendum  probahly  will  be  held  the  latter  part  of  November  to 
determine  whether  or  not  marketing  quotas  will  "be  in  effect  for  the-  19^+1  crop. 

Indicated  supply  slightly  smaller  than  in  1939 

Production  of -Bur.ley  as  of  Septem"ber  1,  together  v;ith  stocks  estimated 
as  of  October  1,  19^»  indicates  an  availa-Me  supply  of  1,065, bOO, 000  pounds, 
which  is  only  a  little  moj:e  than  1  percent  below  the  1939  supply  of 
It078f900,000  pounds.  For  the  .first  time  since  I936,  the  Burley  crop,  of  19'+0. 
estimated  September  1  at  310  million  pounds,  is  smaller  than  disappearance. 

Disappearance  about  same  as  in  1939  probable  .    

In  line  with  the  increased  tax-paid  withdrawals  of  cigarettes  in 
July-August' 19^0,  some  increase . in  domestic  consumption  of  Burley  may  be 
expected. 

During  the  first  11  months  of  the  marketing  year  beginning  October  1939 » 
9, 907*000  pounds  of  Burley  v/ere  exported,  which  is  U.^^-  perce.nt  below  the  total 
for  the  same.  11  months  of  the  previous  marketing  year.  "  "Exports  of  Burley,  . 
principally  to  European  countries,  liave  totaled  only  about  10  or  11  million  . 
pounds  annually.  Any  decrease  in  exports  in  the  marketing  year  beginning 
October  I9U0  may  be  tcicen  up  by  the  probable  increase  expected  in  the  domestic 
consumption  of  cigarettes.

The  September  1  production  estimate  of  the  i9'K)  Maryland  tobacco  crop 
is  27,^05,000  pounds,  considerably  a.bove  estimates  based  on  earlier  conditions, 
but  still  16  percent  below  the  1939  production  of  32,500*000  indicated  by  sales 
of  the  1939  crop.  The  19*^0  yield  of  .725  potinds  per  acre  is  a  substantial 
improvement  over  the  July  and  August  estimates  of  yield,  which  were  respec- 
tively 6U0  and  700  pounds.  This  improvement  in  the  19HO  Marj'-land  crop  is 
attributed  almost  entirely  to  the  favorable  grov/ing  conditions  dtiring  Augast, 

Increased  19^1  supply  nov;  indicated 

Stocks  as  of  Januar;/'  1,  19^1  are  now  estimated  at  about  Uo  million 
pounds.   The  increase  of  6  million  potmds  over  the  earlier  estimate  of  3^ 
nillion  pounds  is  due  to  greatly  reduced  exports  and  a  larger  19^+0  crop  than 
that  indicated  by  earlier  conditions. 

Exports  to  Europe  for  the  first  6  months  of  the  calendar  year  19^ 
totaled  only  1,20^,000  pounds.  During  July  and  August  there  v;ere  no  exports 
to  European  countries  and  only  U,000  pounds  to  other  countries.  Prospects 
are  not  verj'-  good  for  any  immediate  improvement  in  the  export  situation. 

It  now  appears  that  the  19^1  supply  of  Marjrland  tobacco  v;ill  be 
67,^00,000  pounds,  about  2  percent  belov;  the  19^0  supply  of  6S, 200,000  pounds, 
but  2  percent  above  the  193^38  average. 

Ko  doubt  domestic  consumption  of  Maryland  tobacco  mil  increase  some- 
what because  of  a  probable  further  increase  in  cigarette  consunption;  however, 
it  is  not  likely  that  the  increase  will  be  sufficient  to  offset  an  expected 
curtailment  in  exports. 
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Crop  of  1939  practically  all  sold 

All  the  auction  markets  of  Southern  Marylar^d  closed  on  Septealser  12, 
First-hand  sales  totaled  lS,600,6l6  pounds,  which  is  al^out  50  percent  of  the 
1939  c^op  of  32,500,000  pounds  indicated  D;'-  soles.  This  is  the  second 
season  in  which  auction  floor 'sales  have  been  conducted  in  Maryland.  During 
this  tsaason  new  "buyers  were  on  the  narkets  and  purciiases  'oj   firms  represented 
last  season  were  increased.   Sales  were  conducted  at  six  warehouses,  one  each 
at  La  Plata  and  Waldorf  and  two  each  at  Upper  Marlboro  and  Hughesville,  A 
larger  percentage  of  "better  qua.lity  leaf  vras  offered  this  season,  "but  since  a 
large  proportion  of  lower  grades  were  also  included,  the  total  auction  sales 
possibly  do  not  reflect  the  average  quality  of  the  1939  crop. 

Through  September  13  about  15,062, 000  pounds  of  the  1939  crop  had 
been  received  in  Baltimore.  Approximately  1  million  pounds  more  will  be 
delivered.  Combined  auction  sales  and  sales  at  Baltimore  indicate  a  season 
average  price  of  about  21  cents  per  pound  for  the  1939  crop.

The  supply  of  dark  types  of  tohacco  in  the  United  States  3,s  of  Octoher 
1,  19^0  is  expected  to  he  ahout  3^6  million  pounds,  or  ahout  U.U  percent  ahove 
the  total  supply  as  of  Octoher  1,  1939 »  when  supply  was  well  in  line  v;ith

The  largest  part  of  the  increase  is  in  the  fire-cured  types,  where 
the  supply  is  11,600,000  pounds  ahove  the  1939  supply  of  231,800,000  pounds. 
The  estimated  1939  firo-cured  disappearance  of  8^  million  pounds,  resulting 
from  greatly  decrea,sed  exports,  is  ahout  11  million  pounds  smaller  thaJi  the 
19^0  production  of  95  million  pounds, 

Sxports  continue  to  decline 

Exports  of  fire-cured  tohacco  to  Frcijice  this  season  Imvo  totalled 
15,129,000  pounds.  ETo  eara^Ti't's.  to  that  covcatr^.hB.ve  hesn  r-^oxted  siuae  Jujae. 
During  July  only  290,000  pounds  went  to  European  countries;  during  August

No  definite  opening  dates  have  heen  reported 
for  the  Kentucky  and  Teiinessee  fire-cured  areas  or  for  the  dark  air-cured 
crops.  A  dark  tohacco  referendum  prchahly  will  he  held  hefore  the  opening 
of  the  marJzets  to  determine  if  marketing  quotas  v;ill  he  in  effect  for  the 
I9U1  crop.

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The  19A0  supplv  of  domestic  ci?ar  leaf   as  a  vj-hole  is  no\.-  expected  to 
approximate  Z.09  million  pounds^    slightly  above  the  1939  supply.      A  large 
part  of  the  increase  in  supply  is  accounted  for  not  only  by  the  increased 
production  but   also  by  the  recent  heavj''  movement  of  farr;i  stoclcs  of  l-fisconsin 
binder^   tj'-pes  54  and  55j    into  the   inventories  of   dealers  and  manufacturers 
where  it  will  be  repord^ed  for  the  first  time.      This  movement   of  Wisconsin 
binder  probably  includes  considerable  quantities  of  old-crop  tobacco.     For 
this  reason,  the  1938  disappearance  of  74^400,000  pounds  sho^^Ti  in  the  fol- 
lowing table  is  too  large   aiid.  the  1939  disappearance  of   50,700,000  pound.s 
too   small;   just  how  much  cannot  be  determ±ned  accurately. 

Cigar  cons-oiaption  during  the  year  beginning  July  1939  totaled  5j515 
million  cigars,   an  increase  of  1.1  percent  over  the  previous  year.      Con- 
sumption continued  to  increase  during  July  and  August  1940  over  the   same  2 
months  in  1939.     The  July-Augiast  1940  ta:?:-paid  -ftHthdrawals  are  981,253:.000 
cigars,  v;hich  is  the  largest  total  for  these  2  months   since  1931  vrhen  the 
total  was  995,319,000  cigars.      In  view  of   increased  industrial  activity  in 
connection  vfith  the  National  Defense  Program,    some  further  increase  in  cigar 
consumption  m.ay  be  in  prospect.
